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Livingston  is  told: 
Go  forth  with  anger 
at  state  of  world

PISCATAWAY  — There  was  no  pomp  and  circum- 
stance at  Livingston  College  yesterday. 

Instead,  the  four  year  old  experiment  in  education 
celebrated  its  first  full  commencement  in  a manner  that 
once  again  proved  it  indeed  marches  to  a different  drum- 
mer. 

The  commencement  convocation  attended  by  more 
than  2,000  typified  the  tone  and  tenor  of  the  college  — 
multi-racial,  urban-oriented,  untraditional  and  innovative. 

Some  of  the  commencement  innovations  provided  in- 
cluded a jazz  band,  blue  jeans  and  bowties,  and  a 
charge  to  the  graduates  to  “go  forth  with  anger  at  the 
state  of  the  world  around  you.** 

The  charge  was  delivered  by  Dean  Ernest  Lynton, 
who  gave  the  main  commencement  address. 

While  Lynton  and  the  speakers  who  preceded  him 
noted  the  sometimes  tempestuous  and  turbulent  history  of 
Livingston,  he  said: 

“We  have  shown  that  it  is  possible,  even  in  this  peri- 
od of  deep  and  derisive  tensions  within  this  country,  to 
fashion  a truly  multi-racial  and  pluralistic  institution  in 
which  the  common  commitment  of  all  groups  toward  the 
strength  and  integrity  of  the  institution  overrides  their 
differences  and  controversies  . . . you  and  the  college 
and  all  of  us  have  come  a long  way  together." 

The  dean,  who  has  directed  Livingston  College  since 
its  concept  was  first  established  in  1965  told  the  students, 

“I  believe  it  can  be  you,  in  the  months  and  years  to 
come,  who  can  turn  this  country  around,  and  who  can 
begin  to  move  us  once  again  into  a direction  of  decency 
and  common  humanity. 

“I  hope  that  you  will  do  so  and  I hope  that  your 
years  at  Livingston  College  have  helped  to  provide  you 
with  the  necessary  knowledge,  skills  and  understanding  to 
exercise  effective  leadership.  I hope  that  you  leave  here 
with  some  knowledge  of  your  society,  of  its  strengths  as 
well  as  its  weak  points  — that  you  will  be  able  to  call 
your  shots,  pick  your  fights,  preserve  your  strengths. 

“Go  forth,"  he  continued,  “with  anger  and  with 
confidence.  Go  forth  and  keep  the  faith  for  you  can 
achieve  a better  world  ..."
